Following the terrorist attacks in Paris 
in January, designer Lisa McFetridge 
has created a hat emblazoned 
with the slogan Je Suis Charlie'. 
McFetridge is known for her striking 
hat patterns, and previously turned 
heads with her 'Boston Strong' hat 
Th is was inspired by the solidarity of 
the people of Boston in the wake of 
the Boston marathon bombings of 
2013, and many knitters who made 
them donated them to victims of the 
bombing, runners in the race, and 
responders on the day. Proceeds 
from the sale of the Boston Strong 
pattern were donated to the 
OneFundBoston, and now Lisa has 
confirmed that proceeds from the 
sales of the Je Suis Charlie pattern 
will go to Unicef, which helps children 
in need all around the world. She is 



also planning a 
Paris Strong hat 
and hopes to make 
the design available 
very soon. 

Lisa, who donates 
proceeds to charity 
from the sales of all 
her hat patterns, said: 
"This hat was created 
to stand in solidarity with 
victims of violence all over the 
world, most especially the men 
and woman who went to work at 
Cha rlie Hebdo in Paris on 7 January, 
201 5 and didn't return home. The 
sentiment is in French, butthe 
meaning is universal." 

'Je Suis Charlie' wasthe slogan 
adopted on Twitter in the aftermath 
of the terrorist attacks, and has since 
become one of the most tweeted 
hashtags of all time.

Knitting can have a wonderful effect 
on a child's dexterity, concentration 
and creativity, says Cecilia Forfitt 



T his year^ for Christmas^ 

I wanted to give my five year 
old niece a present with a 
difference - her own pair of 
knitting needles, and her very 
first knitting lesson! 

I was a bit of a late starter when it comes to 
the crafty learning from my friend's granny 
while home from university one weekend. But 
as Elkie has already learnt how to do finger 
knitting and weaving at school, I wanted to 
see whether she'd enjoy knitting, too. 

First I needed to go shoppings thoughl I'd 
heard that chunky needles and yarn are best 
for little ones, but my big wooden needles 
looked too heavy and unwieldy for my niece's 
hands. I also wasn't sure what yarn to give her, 
so I asked Merion Willis, blog editor for online 
shop LoveKnitting.com, what she suggested I 
buy in preparation for Elkie's first lesson.

This got me thinkings when is the best 
time to teach a child to knit? After a quick 
Google search^ I found the answer - there 
is no right or wrong age! Stacey T rock from 
Fresh Stitches blog says: '""Children begin to 
crawl at different ages. Kids start to speak at 
different ages. Is it any surprise that different 
children are ready to knit at different ages?” 

[t iSj however^ important to look out for a few 
things before you begin teaching a chi Id to knit: 
O Whether they can hold and use a pencil - 
however messy their handwriting might be! 

0 Whether they can sit and concentrate on 
an activity for 10 minutes. 

0 Whether they can count to 10 (not a must, 
but helpful). 

O Whether they show a genuine interest 
in knitting. 

A child might be able to do intricate work 
with their hands but might get distracted 
easily, like Elkie. Or, he or she might be able to 
occupy themselves for long periods of time 
but may not have the manual skills needed to 
be able to knit. Wait for both things to be in 
place, otherwise the child may get frustrated 
and be less likely to pick up a pair of needles 
when they're older. 

Why teach your child to knit? 

For me, knitting is a great way to while away 
a few spare hours - it^s a hobby that I can 
pick up almost anywhere, and 1 love creating 



Shopping list 

''The best plan is to give children short, 
circular needles like Knit Prop's Symfonie Fixed 
Circular Needles, in either 5mm or 6mm,” 
explains Merion. Circular needles help keep 
the stitches secure and on the needles. And 
wooden or bamboo needles are far easier to 
manage than metal for slipping. 

"Start with a heavier yarn - aran weight or 
even chunky. Chunky yarn is much easier to 
knit with, and the knitting grows quickly so 
a child can see results much fasten 

"Let your children pick their favourite 
colour yarn, as it will help to keep them 
engaged, and use a soft yarn with a good twist 




to keep splitting to a minimum. When the 
children become more able, use variegated 
yarns for fun, and yarns with glitter.” 

Age is just a number 

So, this Christmas I set off for my family home 
with a skein of sugar mouse-pink merino 
wool from Stitch & Story and a chunky 
circular needle. 

Elkie grasped the basics of knitting very 
quickly, but after a little while she decided to

stop and show me howtofingerknit instead. 

I realised that, although she is extremely 
creative, she still finds it tricky to concentrate 
on an activity for long - and in hindsight, the 
Christmas holidays were not the best time 
to learn a new skill as she was already 
quite overexcited! 

Elkie has mentioned a couple of times since 
that she'd like to knit a scarf for her doll "with 
the windy needles”. Now that 1 know she's 
genuinely interested I've decided to wait until 
she's a little bit older before 1 teach her again.

things for other people. The benefits for 
young children are incredible, though, and 
there's a strong argument for reintroducing it 
in all schools. 

The craft has been proven to induce 
relaxation, improve memory, dexterity, 
design skills and numeracy, plus it works both 
sides of the brain and encourages children 
to become better readers. In fact, Waldorf 
Schools use knitting as a learning tool - it's 
taught even before pupils learn the alphabet. 

Kerry Kimber, founder of Knitting for All, 
a Scotland-based organisation aimed at 
encouraging people of ali ages to learn to knit, 
explains: "Knitting helps in the development 
of fine motor skills, maths and spacial 
recognition, and it can be a wholly absorbing 
activity, therefore increasing the ability to 
concentrate and apply oneself to a task. It has 
a wonderful effect on a child's selfesteem and 
their ability to think creatively in all areas of 
their lives." 

Knitting for All's Kids Knit programme 
aims to promote knitting as a life’enhancing 
skill that can play an important part in the 
successful raising of Scotland’s children. If 
you live in Scotland, check their website to 
find a class or event in your area.

30g Rowan Big 
Wool in your 
favourite kitten 
colour.

0 Show them how to hold the yarn against 
the right-hand needle and provide the right 
amount of tension so that when they push the 
knit stitch through^ the new loop will stay on 
the needle. It's common for a child to let the 
yarn dangle when theyVe concentrating, so 
when they pull through the new wrap slips 
off the knitting needle by mistake. 

O Make sure they know where the yarn 
needs to be (pushed to the back if it's a knit 
stitch and pulled forward if it's a purl stitch). 

If they don"t get this right they will increase 
or decrease by mistake and end up with an 
uneven shape - it^s normal for this to happen 
when someone is starting out. Which leads us 
to number 5... 

0 ...remember to encourage! Kerry from 
Knitting ForAlf says: '‘Don't be tempted 
to correct a child's mistakes when they are 
learning to knit. It's important to make 
something out of their first pieces of knitting 
so that they gain a sense of achievement.” 
Rather than labelling misshapen bits and 
pieces as 'wrong' find a use for them.

Join them to make a blanket for a teddy bear 
or use them as drinks mats. You could also 
sew them together to make Donna Wilson= 
style misshapen animals with mismatched 
buttons for eyes. 

© Make sure that the child is not knitting 
on the tip of their needle, as this will result 
in the knitting being too tight. If the child is 
concentrating really hard they might knit too 
tightly - encourage them to relax their hands 
and hold their needles only as tightly as they 
would when holding a pencil. 

0 Choose simple patterns first and keep 
the lessons short and fun. Scarves will help 
a child practise, while accessories for dolls, 
cuddly toys, pencil cases and bracelets can 
be used or given as gifts. 
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Why not spend an afternoon 
dei^^ratingu tree in your garden 
with prjm-/Kimv, or donate a scarf 
made from scrap yarn to 
a statue in your town? 



MINI PROJECT 




Cast on 10 sts. 

Work garter stitch for 20 rows. 

Wrap a length of yarn around the middle 
of the rectangle several times to create 
a bow shape, then tie at the back of the 
bow and darn in the ends. Attach a hair 
clip or brooch clip to the back of the 
bow with a little superglue.

KNITTING WITH K®S 

MAKE

A piece of 6mm or V4\n dowel approx 
38cm or 15in long (we used pine) 

Light sandpaper 
Beeswax (optional) 

Fimo polymer clay 
Pencil sharpener 
Saw 

Superglue 

How to make: Cut the dowel into two 
equal lengths (about 19cm or 7in) using a 
saw. Use the pencil sharpener to sharpen 
the ends of the dowel so that they end 
in a point, then sand the ends down to 
create a smooth finish. Be careful not to 
make the ends too sharp if you're making 
the needles for a child. Look at a pair of 
your own knitting needles as a guide. 

Roll the Fimo into two small balls (about 
the size of your thumbnail), make a small 
hole in them with the dowel and then 
shape them around the ends so that the 
hole is slightly bigger than the dowel. 
Bake the Fimo for 25 minutes at 130C. 
Wipe the needles with a little beeswax. 
Squeeze a little superglue into the holes 
and place the balls over the ends of the 
needles. Leave for a few minutes to dry - 
they will then be ready to use.

Join shoulder seams.

Cast on 1 st (cast on st to be used for sewing 
border to front), with rs facing, work across 

9 sts left on a stitch holder as follows: 

(kl , pi ) 4 times, kl. 1 0 sts. 

Next row: (PI, kl) 5 times. 

Last row sets rib. Cont in rib until left front 
border is of sufficient length to up front, 
along neck shaping and halfway across back 
of neck when slightly stretched, ending with 
a WS row. Cast off in rib. 

Mark positions for 6 (6:7:7 :8:8) buttons: first 
one 5 rows up from lower edge, last one 1 cm 
or ^^in below start of neck shaping, the rem 4 
(4:5:5:6:6) evenly spaced between these two. 



RIGHT FRONT BORDER 

Cast on 1 st (cast on st to be used for sewing 
border to front), with WS facing, work across 
9 sts left on a stitch holder as follows: 

(pi , kl ) 4 times, pi . 1 0 sts. 

Next row: (Kl , pi) 5 times. Last row sets rib. 
Cont in rib until right front border measures 
exactly the same as Left Front Border 
working buttonholes as given to correspond 
with markers on Left Front Border, ending 
with a ws row. Cast off in rib. 

Buttonhole row: 

Next row (RS): Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, rib 3. 
Next row: Rib 4, cast on 2 sts, rib 4. 

TO MAKE UP 

Fold sleeves in half lengthways, then placing 
folds to shoulder seams, sew sleeves in 
position. Join side and sleeve seams. Sew 
borders in position (using cast on sts). Join 
seam at centre back of neck. Sew on 
buttons. Pin out garment to measurement 
given. Cover with damp cloths and leave 
until dry. See ball band for washing and 
further care instructions 
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Open Mondays to Saturday 9am to 5pm

Row 24 {dec}: K2, p to 

last 7 sts, k7, turn work 
and cast off 4 sts (1 st on 
RH needle, slip this 
stitch back onto LH 
needle).

Work 2 sts, slip the next stitch knitwise and 
bring yarn to front of work.* Slip the next 
stitch knitwise, pass the first slipped stitch 
over this stitch and drop it off the needle, rep 
from * twice more. 

Slip the st on right needle back to left 
needle, (the yam will be at beg of slipped 
stitches), turn work around. Cast on 4 sts 
(1 more than cast off), turn work around and

Stuff the tail, body & head, leaving the fins 
(below the V'} flat. 

Close the gap in the seam. 

ARMS 

Join the main seam from the B&T sts to 
where the shaping at the top of the arm 
starts. Leave this top, shaped portion open. 

Fold the thumb in half and join the seams 
on each side, making sure to pay attention 
to any small gaps at the base of the thumb. 

Turn the arm and thumb to the right side. 
Stuff the thumb and the rest of the arm. 

Sew the open, shaped portion of the arms 
to the sides of the doll, placing the cast on 
edge over the top of the shoulder shaping 
row, and making sure that the thumbs are 
facing forward. 

SHOULDER TRIM 

Join the side seams to create a large loop. 
Place the loop over the doll. Having the 
centre front and back cast off row level with 
the colour change row and the centre side 
cast off row just above the top of the arms. 

FACE 

Using C, make a nose by working three 
horizontal back stitches over 1 knitted st 10 
rows above the head increase row. 



Using F, embroider a cun/ed mouth in back 
stitch, 3 rows below the nose and worked 
over 5 sts. 

Using G, make two eyes by working three 
vertical back stitches over 2 rows, 3 rows 
above the nose and 5 sts apart. 

HAIR 

Using D, cut approximately 175 x 60cm or 
24in lengths of yarn. 

Pull 2 lengths of yarn through each cast on 
and each cast off edge stitch on the hair 
base strip. Knot each length at the centre, 
to ensure they are attached firmly to the hair 
base strip. 

Sew the hair base to the head, positioning 
the front about 14 rows above the nose, and 
the back 8 rows above the head increase row. 

Using the remaining lengths of yarn, sew in 
groups of three lengths along the centre of 
the head base strip, making sure that you 
sew through the centre of each strand, then 
attach to the head through the head base 
row using back stitch. Sew groups along the 
length of the head base strip, to create a 
neat parting for the hair. 

Once all the hair strands have been applied, 
tie the hair on each side of the head to 
make two bunches. Sew the bunches at the 
point they are tied to the side of the head to 
secure them. 

Trim the ends of the bunches to create a 
neat edge. 

NECKLACE 

Join the cast on and cast off stitches of 
the necklace chain together. Sew the cast 
off edge of the shell to the centre of the 
necklace chain. Place the necklace around 
the mermaid's neck, and sew the join to the 
centre back seam to secure it. 

STARFISH 

On each piece, sew a running stitch through 
the cast on stitches and pull the yarn up to 
tighten into a dosed circle. Join the side 
seam up to the leg shaping. Fasten off and 
neaten all the yarn joins at the base of each 
starfish leg. 

With right-sides out, ladder stitch the front 
and back of the starfish together, enclosing 
a small amount of stuffing in each leg, and in 
the centre portion of the starfish.

Row 2: Purl. 



Row 3: Kfb, k6. 

Row 4: Purl. 

Row 5: K1 , k2tog, knit 
to end. 

Row 6: Purl to last 
2 stitches p2tog. 

Repeat rows 1 to 6, 3 
times. *Row 25: Kfb, k1 

kfb, knit to end. Create this 

Row 26: Purl. Repeat from rose with 
* once. Sarah's pattern 

Row 27: Knit.

HAT TRICKS 

My eight-month -old daughter 
keeps pulling threads out of the 
pom poms on her hat (they hang down 
either side of her head), rm not sure this is 
safe and I've been trying to think of a different 
way to make them. Can you help?

The safest way to make a pom 
pom is to knit it. You can knit it in Sirdar 
Snowflake DK or choose a fur yarn like 
Stylecraft's Eskimo Kisses DK, available from 
www.craftystitchesonline.co.uk in nine colours. 
At only £3.50 for a 50g ball, you can knit quite a 



few! Here's the pattern for a pom pom: 
Using 4mm (UK 8, US 6) needles, cast on 
6 sts. Knit one row. 

Next row: Kfb across row. 12 sts. 

Next row: Knit. 

Next row: (K1, kfb) across row. 18 sts. 
Knit 4 rows. 

Next row: (k1 , k2tog) across row. 1 2 sts. 
Next row: Knit. 

Next row: (K2tog) across row. 6 sts. 




Cut yarn, leaving enough to stitch side of 
bobble and to stitch it to hat. Thread yarn 
through stitches, stuff lightly with toy stuffing 
or scraps of wool. Sew to hat. 

SNOOD SUCCESS

Small piece of cotton fabric (for bag) 

YARN DETAIL 

♦ Berocco Blackstone Tweed 
www.loveknitting.com 

♦ 65% wool, 25% mohair, 10% angora 

♦ 50g/ 119m or 130 yds 

♦ Handwash 

♦ £7.95 per ball 

TENSION 

18 sts and 25 rows to 10cm or 4in on 4.5mm 
needles over st st. 

Exact tension is not crucial for this project 
but avoid loose tension. 

TECHNIQUES 

♦ Knitting in the round 

♦ Decreasing and increasing

Using dpns and yarn B, cast on 5 sts and join to 
work in the round.

Round 3: As round 1 . 

Round 4: Kfb, k1 to end. 1 5 sts 
Rounds 5 & 6: As round 1 . 

Round 7: Kfb, k2 to end. 20 sts 
Rounds 8 & 9: As round 1 . 

Round 1 0: Kfb, k3 to end. 25 sts 
Rounds 11 8c 1 2: As round 1 . 

Round 1 3: Kfb, k4 to end. 30 sts 
Rounds 1 4 8c 1 5: As round 1 . 

Round 1 6: Kfb, k5 to end. 35 sts 
Knit 4 rounds. 

Round 21 : Drop next st down five rounds - 

the increases you've made will prevent it from 
unravelling to the bottom of your work, k6; rep 
from * to end. 30 sts 

Round 22: * Knit into the next st, seven rounds 
down from the current round, k6; rep from * to 
end. 35 sts 
Change to yarn C. 

Knit two rounds. 

Puri three rounds. 

MAKING UP 

Break yarn leaving a 15cm tail and thread through 
rem sts twice and pull tight. Pull yarn from centre 
of stitches through to the back of work through 
the centre of your cast on sts, and pull tight to 
form a flower. Pass back through centre of work, 
stitching through from front to back to front until 
the flower shape looks even. Pass yarn to the back 
of work once again, fasten off and weave in ends. 

SMALL FLOWER 

Using dpns and yarn B, cast on 5 sts and join 
to work in the round. 

Round 1 : Knit. 

Round 2: Kfb to end. 10 sts 
Round 3: As round 1 . 

Round 4: Kfb, k1 to end. 1 5 sts 
Rounds 5 8c 6: As round 1 . 
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Round 7: Kfb, k2 to end. 20 sts 

Rounds 8 to 1 0: As round 1 . 

Round 1 1 : Kfb, k3 to end. 25 sts 

Round 1 2: Knit. 

Round 1 3: * Drop next st down two rounds - 
the increases you've made will prevent it from 
unravelling to the bottom of your work, k4; 
rep from * to end. 20 sts 

Round 14: * Knit into the next st, five rounds down 
from the current round, k4; rep from * to end. 

25 sts 

Change to yarn C. 

Round 1 5: Knit. 

Round 16: Purl. 

MAKING UP 

Break yarn leaving a 15cm tail and thread through 
rem sts twice and pull tight. Pull yarn from centre 
of stitches through to the back of work through the 
centre of your cast on sts, and pull tight to form 
a flower. Pass back through centre of work, 
stitching through from front to back to front until 
the flower shape looks even. Pass yarn to the back 
of work once again, fasten off and weave in ends. 

LARGE LEAF 

Using DPNs and yarn A cast on 2 sts. 

Work i cord as given for necklace for 6 rows. 

Next row (RS): Taking yarn across back of work, 
as if to work i cord again, Kfb, k1 . 3 sts 
Next row (WS): K1 , pi , k1 . 

Next row: K1 , m 1 , k1 , ml , k1 . 5 sts 
Next row: K2, pi, k2. 

Next row: K2, ml, k1, ml, k2. 7 sts 
Next row: K3, pi, k3. 

Next row: K3, ml, k1, ml, k3. 9 sts 
Next row: K4, pi , k4. 

Next row: Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times in total. 

Next rowfWS): K4, pi, k4. 

Next row (RS): Ssk, k5, k2tog. 7 sts 
Next row: K3, pi, k3. 

Next row: Ssk, k3, k2tog. 5 sts 
Next row: K2, pi, k2. 



Next row: Ssk, k1 , k2tog. 3 sts 
Do not turn work. With right side still facing, 
as if to make i cord, break yarn, pass through 
3 rem sts from right to left and pull tight. 

Weave in ends. 

SMALL LEAF 

Using DPNs and yarn A cast on 2 sts. 

Work i cord as given for necklace for 6 rows. 

Next row (RS): Taking yarn across back of work, 
as if to work i cord again, Kfb, k1 . 3 sts 
Next row (WS): K1 , pi , k1 . 

Next row: K1 , ml , k1 , ml , k1 . 5 sts 
Next row: K2, pi, k2. 

Next row: Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows 2 times in total. 

Next row (WS): K2, pi, k2. 

Next row: Ssk, k1 , k2tog. 3 sts 

Do not turn work. With right side still facing, 
as if to make i cord, break yarn, passthrough 
3 rem sts from right to left and pull tight. 

Weave in ends. 

PEONY BROOCH 

Make one large flower and one one large leaf. 
Stitch leaf onto the back of the flower. 

Stitch brooch back into the back of the flower. 

GARLANO NECKLACE 

Make 5 small flowers, 5 small leaves and 
5 large leaves. 

I cord: Using yarn A and two dp ns cast on 4 sts. 
Knit 1 row. 

Without turning work, bring yarn across back of 
stitches, pul! tight and knit again. 

Continue as set until you have produced an i cord 
approx 100cm or40in long. 

Evenly space out five large leaves around i cord 
and stitch them on, using the crochet hook to hide 
the yarn ends inside the centre of the i cord. 

Stitch one small leaf between each pair of large 
leaves. Stitch small flower on top of each large leaf. 
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MINI CORSAGE BAG 

Using yarn C and long tail method cast on 36 sts. 
Knit 6 rows. 

Begin slip stitch pattern. 

Row 1 (RS): (K1, sllwyii) to end. 

Row 2 (WS): (PI, sl1wyib)to end. 

Rep last 2 rows for a total of 51 rows, ending with 
a RS row. 

Row 52 (WS): Knit. 

Rep rows 1 and 2 as before for a total of 55 rows, 
ending with a RS row. 

Row 108 (WS): Knit. 



Rep rows 1 and 2 as before for a total of 27 rows, 
ending with a RS row. 

Knit 5 rows. 

Cast off kwise on WS. 

Fold over top flap of piece at last fold, place card on 
top of finished piece and mark 1cm in from each 
edge. Cut out the card, and a piece of fabric 3cm 
larger all around. Fold the fabric over the card, and 
slip stitch in place as a lining. Join short edges of bag 
using mattress stitch. 

Stitch one small leaf and one small flower onto the 
bag, using image for guidance. '

When working the straight section of the tea cosy 
before shaping, the row count decreases by 16 on 
row 1 of faux cable and increases by 1 6 on row 2 of 
faux cable, keeping st count consistent when these 
two rows have been completed.

Knit two rows. 

Change to yarn A.

Rep the last four rows, carrying yarn not in use up 
the side of work. 

These last eight rows form stripe sequence. 

Work stripe sequence a total of four times. 

Work four row stripe in yarn A again. 

Break yarn A. 

Knit two rows with yarn C. 

Break yarn C and join yarn B. 

Knit one row. 

Cast off knitwise on WS. 

With WS together and yarn A use 
mattress stitch to join the sides of 
the egg cosy. 

Weave in ends and block 
lightly with a steam iron.

Weave in ends and block lightly with a steam iron.

Row 45: P2, (sll, k2, pass slipped st over last two 
knitted sts, pi) to last st, pi . 51 sts 
Row 46: K1 , (p2, k1) to last st, k1 . 

Row 47: P2, (k2tog, pi) to last st, pi . 35 sts 



Row 48: K2, (pi , k1) to last st, k1 . 

Row 49: PI, (k2tog) to last 2 sts, p2tog. 18 sts 
Row 50: K1 , (p2tog) to last st, k1 . 1 0 sts 
Break yarn leaving a short tail, and leave sts 
on holder. 

Repeat from beginning for second piece, but cast 
on with yarn B, work first row with yarn C, and then 
change to yarn A for main piece. 

When you have finished both pieces, with WS 
facing, take a 20cm or 8in piece of yarn C and 
thread through rem 20 sts twice and pull tight. 

You may wish to knot the ends before weaving 
them in. 

Using mattress st and yarn A, stitch the side 
seams, leaving gaps for the handle and spout as 
appropriate for your teapot. 

Make a small pom pom using yarn C and attach 
it to the top of the tea cosy.
